Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $2 PCGS Apparent Very 
Fine 35. 

This low denomination note from the First Continental Issue 
is an extreme challenge to locate in high grade. The PCGS 
63PPQ which we sold in 2010 in our Patriotic American Auction 
remains the finest known. Behind that there is a single 62. 
Those two notes are the lone Uncirculated examples at both ser- 
vices combined. While the technical grade of 35 is accurate, the 
“apparent” strikes us as harsh, with some minor mounting rem- 
nants and restorations seen. The note faces up beautifully with 
the brown signature perfect and the red signature only slightly 
faded. Opportunities to acquire higher-grade pieces for this 
magnificent set were missed, in favor of the eye appeal of this 
high-end VF. (800-up)

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Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $3 PCGS Apparent 
Choice About New 58. 

As with the $1 and $2 of this issue, high-grade Three Dollar 
notes are extremely rare. The PMG census indicates a total of 
47 Continentals graded through and including the Three Dollar 
denomination, without a single Uncirculated piece. PCGS has 
graded only four Uncirculated notes for the three lowest denom- 
inations of the 67 that they have examined. High-grade, low 
denomination May 10, 1775 Continentals are massively under- 
valued, and the advent of the grading services ten years ago has 
given a true indication that those of us who always thought these 
notes to be extremely rare were correct. The current note is well 
margined and quite bright with a fully strong brown signature 
and a faded red signature. The apparent grade is for a “Small 
Paper Pull From Mounting on Back,” which we cannot find 
through the holder. (900-up)

This marbled-edge Continental note is unlike any other from the entire series of 102 different pieces. On page 203 of Historical Sketches of 
American Paper Currency, published in 1866, Henry Phillips, Jr. had this to say: “The note is a very peculiar one, being entirely different from 
all the rest of the issues of the Continental Congress. How this happened, or the reason for so strange a deviation, is not and perhaps can never 
be known.” These $20 bills were printed on weak, thin white paper furnished by Benjamin Franklin. The left end of the bills had a polychrome 
multicolor anticounterfeiting device that gave the notes a distinctly different appearance. They were also considerably wider and shorter than 
any other Continentals were. The back of this example, as on all known pieces, is inverted. The marbling at the left is extremely bold and color- 
ful and both the red and brown signatures are fully bright. PCGS has assigned the apparent grade for “Restorations,” which is accurate. The 
right face margin was apparently tattered to the border design and has been professionally rebuilt. Much of the border design and all of the text 
are totally original. The all-important left end with the multi-colored marbling appears to be perfectly original. No Uncirculated example has 
been graded by either service, with the highest-graded piece a PCGS 58PPQ. That note auctioned in August 2011 for $69,000. (25,000-up)

Unc 58 EPQ. 
This is the only Continental denomination with a double 
vignette rather than the nature print on the back. The twin 
vignettes on the back of the Thirty Dollar denomination were 
utilized on five different issues: May 10, 1775, July 22, 1776, 
November 2, 1776, February 26, 1777 and May 20, 1777. The 
$30 notes in the final issues utilized nature prints on the backs. 
The double vignettes are the same two that appear on the face 
and back on the Twenty Dollar May 10, 1775 marbled edge note. 
Both were designed by Franklin, and Franklin’s original sketch 
for the VI CONCITATE vignette appears on page 78 of the Fifth 
Edition Newman. The note is remarkably sharply printed, with 
strong signatures and tremendous eye appeal. The technical

Counterfeit Detector 
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18006 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $30 Pink Counterfeit 
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Detector PCGS Choice About New 58. 

This cataloger has been writing Continental and Colonial cur- 
rency for 50-plus years and had never handled a Pink Detector 
note until last year. In our Long Beach Auction, we sold a 
PCGS 53 example for $5400 with the following description: 
“Counterfeit Detectors were printed from the same plates as the 
genuine notes. They were prepared to distribute to merchants 
and financial institutions so that they could compare notes that 
they received in the normal course of business to the detector 
notes to determine genuineness. As a deterrent to prevent detec- 
tors from being signed, numbered, and spent, they were printed 
on colored paper, almost always blue. A very few detectors were 
printed on pinkish paper, which was actually close in color to 
the normal paper but with thousands of small pink fibers manu- 
factured in, to give it a pinkish cast. This is the first example that 
HCAA or our predecessor company CAA has ever handled. It is 
in fact only the second example that this cataloger has ever seen. 
We are aware of one other that we have not seen; all three exam- 
ples are $30 detectors from the May 10, 1775 issue. It appears 
from the existence of a half sheet that the $1 to $8 denomina- 
tions of this first issue of Continentals were produced in the nor- 
mal blue. The $30 denomination was produced separately and 
the paper used for these was this pink tinted paper. Certainly a 
subject for future research; but beyond a doubt extremely rare.” 
This note, which is ex-Ford Part VIII from Stacks January 2005 
sale, is the second note mentioned in the previous description. It 
is slightly higher in grade but identical to last fall’s piece in every 
other respect. (5,000-up)

This note is very well margined, nicely signed with three strong 
vignettes, and has a handsome overall appearance. Quite close to 
the fully Uncirculated grade. A scarcer note rarely encountered 
even near this nice. We have sold two other AUs in the past two 
years, one for $881 and the other for $998. (900-up)

A very rare Continental in Uncirculated grade, with a total of 
three from both services combined, the highest of which is a 
63 from PCGS. This note appears correctly graded but carries 
much of the look of a Choice New piece. We sold a PCGS 58 in 
last spring’s Central States Auction for $1410. This note will not 
reach that level but could well approach. (1,000-up)

A lovely looking Continental with strong signatures and an 
unusually bold vignette. The emblem illustrates a hand that 
is bleeding due to being pricked by thorns while gathering 
food. The motto is SUSTINE VEL ABSTINE (either survive or 
give up). The nature print on the back is of betony and sage. 
Unusually broad margins and bold bright signatures add to the 
eye appeal of this About New example. (800-up)

Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

A well-margined example with terrific color and lots of eye 
appeal due to the dark printing and the strong signatures. Notes 
from this second Continental issue are challenging to find in 
the higher uncirculated grades, and this piece is certainly on the 
cusp of Gem. (2,000-up)

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Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $1/6 PMG About 
Uncirculated 50. 

PMG has not net graded this AU, which is very pretty from the 
face. They do, however, mention minor splits and stains which 
are primarily visible only from the back. We have sold several 
other AUs of this note in the past year over $2000 apiece. And 
while this one is not in that category, it has a very nice overall 
appearance. (1,500-up)

The full appearance of a Gem with wonderful color, deep origi- 
nal embossing, razor-sharp printing, and excellent centering 
on both sides. This is nothing short of an exceptional example 
of this immensely popular Fugio Fractional Continental. There 
is a bold red signature and serial number. The supply of nice 
New examples has virtually dried up in the marketplace, which 
means this beauty should be well received by the collecting com- 
munity. Last April we sold a PCGS 64PPQ for $3760 and would 
expect a nearly identical result for this note which is essentially 
the twin of that piece. (3,500-up)

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Uncirculated 53. 

These Fractional denomination Continentals are found only in 
this one of the eleven different issues. Because of its connection 
with the Fugio Cent and the design elements that were suggested 
by Benjamin Franklin, this design type, although not rare, 
has remained one of the most treasured and highly collectible 
Continental issues. This lovely AU has a string signature and 
serial number, sharp printing quality, and excellent overall eye 
appeal. (1,000-up)

PMG About Uncirculated 53 Net. 

The Net grade is for “Tears, Repaired, Stains” all of which are 
accurate but really quite minor, and this pair faces up beauti- 
fully. At last year’s FUN, we sold a $1/6 pair graded PMG 53 EPQ 
for over $5400. We have sold very few multiples of fugios in our 
25-plus years of auctions. Printing is strong on both notes and 
in spite of its net grade we would anticipate a strong realization. 
(3,000-up)

Fine 40. 

A very nice-looking Fractional Continental virtually identical to 
the PCGS XF 40 we sold in our Long Beach Auction last fall for 
$998. In that same sale, we sold a half dollar graded 50 by PMG 
for $1527. This piece will likely fall between those two. (1,000-up)

PMG Extremely Fine 40 Net. 

All fugio multiples are extremely rare. At last year’s FUN 
Auction, we sold a $1/6 pair graded PMG 53 EPQ for over $5400. 
This is the only pair of half dollar fugios that PMG has graded. 
The Net grade is for “Repaired, Stains, Annotations,” all of 
which are quite minor. The February 17, 1776 small denomina- 
tion notes, with Benjamin Franklin-designed motifs on both 
sides, are fascinating. The face shows the Fugio design that was 
used on the Continental Dollars, and later the 1787 Fugio cop- 
pers, with FUGIO, the sundial, and MIND YOUR BUSINESS 
motto. The backs correspond to the coin designs with WE ARE 
ONE in the center encircled by AMERICAN CONGRESS, with 
a glory of rays around. These elements are all enclosed by links 
in a chain bearing the names of the original thirteen colonies. 
The Fugio notes should be considered Fractional Continental 
Dollars. The smaller vertical format with this design has an 
excellent layout. The four Fractional denominations were print- 
ed on large 24-subject double-pane sheets with each denomina- 
tion having plate positions A, B, and C. (2,000-up)

This Superb Gem is the finest note graded at either service 
by two full points.

& Price indicates the highest third party graded note to reach 
the market was a PCGS 64, which we sold last April for $2064. 
Standout Continentals of which this note certainly is one, have 
been reaching record levels, we would certainly anticipate a very 
strong price for this irreplaceable beauty. (6,000-up)

A beauty of a note with broad, even margins on both sides, 
razor-sharp printing, and two perfect signatures. The grade 
seems to have been limited by what appears to be a sheet fold in 
one of the margins that does not touch the design. Even at the 
Choice New 63 level, this note is tied for the fourth finest graded 
at PCGS. (1,500-up)

Tied with one other example at PCGS for second finest known 
behind a lone 66. It certainly has tremendous eye appeal with 
bold signatures, excellent centering of both sides among gener- 
ous margins, and a strongly printed vignette. The vignette is 
of an eagle fighting a heron surrounded by a Latin motto that 
Newman translates as “The outcome is in doubt.”

PCGS has graded this note and one other at the 66PPQ level 
with nothing higher. Track & Price reports the highest third 
party graded note to have auctioned as a PCGS 64 which real- 
ized $1645 in our auction last April. The highest-graded example 
at PMG is a 65 EPQ, leaving this gorgeous note tied with one 
other as finest known. The note has the full look of a 67 with 


perfect signatures, razor-sharp printing, and spectacular eye 
appeal. A very beautiful note that will likely reach and quite pos- 
sibly exceed... (4,000-up)

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Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $5 PCGS Very Choice 
New 64. 

PCGS has commented, “Obstructed Printing on Face,” which 
is indeed correct. A printed object has fallen off at the bot- 
tom center, taking part of the brown signature and a thumb- 
nail size piece of the design with it when it left. Minor gutter 
folds and other printing anomalies are relatively common on 
Continentals, but we cannot recall seeing another with a print- 
ing gap this large. (1,500-up)

The 
emblem is of a beaver gnawing down a tree, and the motto is 
PERSEVERANDO (By Perseverance). Both signatures are well 
applied and fully bright, and the note has magnetic eye appeal.

PMG does, and they have graded only a single example of this 
note. We believe this to be the finest known. This issue is quite 
rare, as few detectors of any issue will ever reach this top Gem 
grade. (1,000-up)

PCGS has graded only two of these above the level of this piece, 
and both are 65s. On any given day, this bright, wonderfully 
embossed, sharply printed example could have qualified for that 
grade. Last April, we sold one of the PCGS 65s for $2585. This 
note will likely fall just short of that number. (2,000-up)

Tied with one other note for Top Pop at both services combined. The only other 67 was sold by us as lot 18240 of our Newman Auction this 
October. At that sale, the note realized $5875. Quite a surprise to the low side. We will see what this piece realizes now, but suspect that it will be 
considerably higher. (7,500-up)

Both services combined have only graded only eight Uncirculated examples of this $3 May 9, 1776 Continental. PCGS has graded this and one 
other 67, and the highest note at PMG is a lone 66. That PMG 66 EPQ realized $12,925 in last year’s FUN Auction. At that same sale, a $6 note 
from the same issue graded 67 EPQ by PMG realized $14,100. This flawless beauty will end somewhere right in that range. (12,500-up)

This is the sole Choice Uncirculated example graded by PMG 
with only one 65 above it.

A sharp-looking $4 Boar emblem type that has the printing clar- 
ity and face margins of a Choice or Gem example.

With perfect 
eye appeal for the technical grade, it represents a tremendous 
value.

This high-end Choice May 9, 1776 Continental is the only 
Uncirculated example of its denomination at PMG.

On the vignette, the motto SUSTINE VEL 
ABSTINE (Either survive or give up) accompanies the image 
of a hand that gathers food and bleeds from thorn pricks. The 
printing clarity on both sides is magnificent, with deep inks and 
strong details. The face and back margins are even, and near 
boardwalk width. This is another Continental note destined for 
a collection of the finest caliber. PCGS has correctly commented 
on an “As Made Corner Inclusion.” We sold a PCGS 63 back 
in 2012 for $1358. The only other Uncirculated pieces to have 
auctioned according to Track & Price were two 66s, one of which 
sold in 2013 for nearly $5000 and the other last January for over

A complete half sheet of one of the more difficult Continental 
issues. Even our massive “Patriotic American” auction of 
Continental notes did not have a multiple from this issue save 
for a half sheet of Counterfeit Detectors. We have handled a few 
Detector part sheets but never before a multiple of issued notes. 
The PCGS numerical grade of Very Fine seems a touch con- 
servative. Each note has a double horizontal fold but little else 
to separate it from Uncirculated. The apparent grade has been 
assigned for “Repaired Edge Tear at Top Center; Paper Toned.” 
The edge tear is about half an inch long and affects only the 
blank area between notes. The paper is toned but not severely so. 
The significant Continental multiple ideal for framing or suit- 
able for an advanced collection of Continentals. All eight of the 
vignettes (ten if the two on the back of the $30 are counted) are 
extremely sharp, showing their full detail and the Latin mottos 
surrounding. (4,000-up)

This is an extremely scarce Continental in high grade. PMG 
has graded only this piece Uncirculated with its closest rival an 
About New 55. PCGS has graded two Uncirculated pieces, one 
64 and one 65. This note is a real beauty with excellent margins, 
boldly applied signatures, and a needle sharp vignette. The 
vignette is of a hand being pricked by thorns and the motto is 
SUSTINE VEL ABSTINE (either survive or give up). This is the 
first Uncirculated example that we have had the opportunity to 
bring to the market. In 2014, the PCGS 65 example which is the 
only piece graded higher than this realized $4400. (3,000-up)

We have never sold an Uncirculated example of a CC-42, 
although a few have been graded by the services. This note is 
nicely margined with extremely bold signatures, sharp print, 
and strong eye appeal. The emblem on this $5 is very distinct. A 
bleeding hand that has been pricked by thorns while gathering 
food appears on this note. The motto is SUSTINE VEL ABSTINE 
(either survive or give up). In our Central States Auction last 
spring, we sold an almost identical PCGS 58PPQ for $1,645.

PMG has assigned the net grade because the note has been 
“Previously Mounted.” That appears accurate, but the traces 
are minuscule. Even with the net grade for the minor problem, 
this is the only Uncirculated example of this Continental seen 
by either service in the 44 combined pieces they have exam- 
ined. The note also carries the signature of Ben Jacobs, who 
had for years been considered one of the two Jewish signers of 
Continental Currency. Recent research leaves Ben Levy as the 
lone Jewish signer, but the Jacobs signature still brings a small 
premium. (2,750-up)

Although PMG has not net graded this note they have comment- 
ed “Foreign Substance.”

Both services 
combined have only graded three Uncirculated examples of this 
number. Each service has graded one 65, with this the only other 
CU. Clearly an extremely difficult note in high grade. We sold 
the PCGS 65PPQ in our recent Newman Auction for $5170. This 
note will not reach that level, but it should certainly exceed...

An extremely tough note in top grade, PMG has yet to grade an 
Uncirculated example and PCGS has graded two - a 62 and a 64. 
As a 58, this note is the third-finest known. The note is signed by 
Robert Dorsey and William Govett. Both have signed in brown, 
which is not correct: one of the signatures should have been in 
red. We have seen this only two or three times in fifty years. 
(1,250-up)

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Continental Currency February 26, 1777 $2 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64. 

This is the second-highest February 26, 1777 $2 graded by either 
service. PCGS has not graded a single Uncirculated example and 
PMG has graded this lone 64 with a single Gem above it. The 
note itself is a beauty with broad margins, strong signatures, and 
a great overall appearance. Several auction records of AUs sell- 
ing for over $1000 have occurred in the last two years. The PMG 
66 has not auctioned since 2010, when it brought over $3000 on a 
much quieter market. (2,500-up)

British authori- 
ties overruled the Massachusetts legislative initiative and repealed the 1735 act of the colony, helping them to make even more friends in Boston. 
The note itself is beautifully printed and strikingly handsome with the Apparent being assigned for repaired splits. The repairs are minor and 
accomplished with a lightly applied gauze tape.

This is the first time we have sold an example of this denomination from this final New Jersey issue. Printed by Isaac Collins, the State seal is 


very clear and distinct on the face in red, along with a blue notation of “Three Pounds.” The back has a sage leaf with “SIC” in the stem which 
apparently is an abbreviation of “Sculpsit Isaac Collins.” Boldly signed by Benjamin Smith and alternate James Ewing. The third party grading 
service has given it a net grade due to being previously mounted. The mounting marks show only at the left end of the back and are not at all 
distracting. The lower denominations from this issue are seen occasionally, although they are quite rare. The £3 and £6 are excessively rare, and 
this is the first example we have ever seen of this denomination. This is the only example ever seen by either grading service and we are unable 
to find any reference to another piece in any sale available to us.

The Jefferson Davis Collection 


Very often a compact subject matter collection is the most 
difficult undertaking. Such are the fascinating notes in 
The Jefferson Davis Collection, painstakingly obtained 
across several decades through alacrity, perseverance and 
luck. Collectors now can feast upon numerous Southern 
rarities, many off the market for a long time or at auction 
for the first time. The patriotic Jefferson Davis medallion 
vignette featured on most of the notes has a philatelic 
background and is seen on numerous Southern covers 
from several printers. Included in the collection are 
some of those covers and related stationary. Isolating 
the circular medallion at the center with Jefferson Davis 
and surrounded with CONFEDERATE STATES OF 
AMERICA/JEFF. DAVIS/OUR FIRST PRESIDENT text 
was likely more practical on a smaller currency note than 
using the larger version with flanking flags, stars and 
other elements that were used on the covers. 








The patriotic imagery for the vignette on private scrip 
notes was a natural political device for the period, par- 
ticularly in 1861 and 1862. Jefferson Davis was the most 
relevant personification of the Nation’s independence. 
As The War continued, more Southern territory fell into 
Union hands, and the Davis vignette was used less and 
less privately. Several printers used versions of the Davis 
vignette, most notably Hutton & Freligh in Memphis 
(publisher of The Southern Monthly and prior to the war, 
printer of an important military tactics volume used by 
both the Northern and Southern commanders) and J. D. 
Butler, the official printer to the State of Arkansas. Several 
notes in the collection are considered unique by special- 
ists and always keep in mind, that Southern Civil War 
scrip notes in “Fine” are often the census grade topper for 
a particular type. The challenge of forming this collec- 
tion should certainly be viewed as an outstanding effort. 
Though this collection could never be complete due to 
new discoveries, it certainly should be classified as likely 
to be the finest gathering of its genre of all time.

The superb description written by Bruce Hagen for the $1 example from this series we sold in the October 2015 Eric P. Newman Collection 
Auction is reprinted here in full as an introduction to this series: A beautiful $1 note from this interesting May 2, 1862 Act series that evolved 
from the Cherokee treaty with Brigadier Confederate General Albert Pike, against the advice of Paramount Chief John Ross. A major portion 
of this treaty was the settlement of the 1846 claims due from Washington in the form of specie ($77,644.36, per Douglas B. Ball’s research) and 
a trove of $172,300 in Confederate treasury notes. Those higher denomination notes, mostly $20, $50, and $100 notes, would help local change 
needs. The series appears to be locally printed in denominations from 50 cents to $5. The notes were signed by two Ross family members: Lewis 
Ross, brother of Chief John Ross and uncle of Clerk Joshua Ross, who was a wealthy slaveholder. The notes did not circulate long and most were 
seized and destroyed in July 1862. Chief John Ross was sent to Baltimore by Union officials. He was replaced by his constant nemesis within 
the Nation, Stand Waite, as Chief, who was also made a Brigadier General in the Confederate Army.

The history of Confederate paper money has always in- 





trigued Wayne, leading to years of study and research 
that culminated in the publication in 2012 of award 
winning Hiltons Collecting Confederate Currency: Hobby and/or Investment? ‘This in-depth analysis of the so-called 
Montgomery notes (Criswell Types 1-4) won the Numismatic Literary Guild’s “Best U.S. Paper Money Book” for 2012. 


The history of the production of early Confederate notes is complex with many different paths taken to get notes into production. 
The first four types, known as the Montgomery notes, were arranged for through a Confederate agent, Gazaway Bugg Lamar, 
a Georgia banker living and working in New York City. The contract was let with the American Bank Note Company weeks 
before the commencement of hostilities, with the printing of the Treasury Notes being subcontracted out to National Bank 
Note Company. 607 sheets of $50-$100-$500-$1000 notes were shipped and received in Montgomery on April 2, 1861. C.G. 
Memminger immediately realized that he needed more of the two lowest denominations and placed a second order with Lamar 
for 1000 additional two-subject sheets of $50s and $100s. The second shipment just eluded confiscation by federal authorities in 
New York harbor and made it safely to Montgomery by early May. Federal authorities raided both American and National Bank 
Note Companies and put an end to any further participation on their parts, although the New Orleans branch of the American 
Bank Note Co., under the guise of the “Southern Bank Note Co., continued to design and produce other note types for the 
Confederate government until the fall of New Orleans in late April, 1862. As we shall see, other notes being offered tonight took 
different paths including the use of local printers and the use of recycled pre-war plates.

In early March 1861, the Confederate Department of the Treasury placed an order through its agent, G.B. Lamar, in New York with the 
ABNCo for Treasury Notes, bonds, and certificates of stock. Although a state of war did not technically exist, all of the parties involved 
understood the critical nature of the required delivery dates. ABNCo handed off the Treasury Note part of the order to National Bank Note 
Co. who, in turn, expedited the design process by using available vignettes to create the plates required. In this case, they chose Andrew 
Jackson and John C. Calhoun who, in life, might not have been thrilled to be seen in each other’s company on this note. Calhoun was a 
strong adherent of states’ rights while Jackson was an equally fervent upholder of the concept of a united country. 607 four-subject sheets 
of $50-$100-$500-$1000 notes were received in Montgomery, AL on or about April 2, 1861, just ten days before the commencement of 
hostilities. The Montgomery notes were probably used not as circulating notes but rather as smaller-denomination investments for indi- 
vidual investors who would be attracted by the 3.65% interest rate that these notes earned. A $1000 denomination certainly had no use- 
ful place in day-to-day commerce. PCGS grades this example Apparent Very Fine 30 due to two hammer cancels and some minute rust 
specks.

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The Confederate States of America 1861 $1000 Montgomery series note has achieved its esteemed status in the American currency col- 
lecting canon through its rarity, beauty, and fascinating history. The quartet of impressive intaglio engraved and printed National 
Banknote Company green and black Montgomery notes were rapidly ordered and completed in New York City using the connec- 
tions of wealthy Southern planter and New York bank president (and Savannah also) Gazaway Bugg Lamar. The intricate four-subject 
plate, though using their stock vignettes, contains numerous security printing devices from the Cyrus Durand patents. Only 607 com- 
plete sheets, with all four denominations, $1000, $500, $100, and $50 were printed. The finished notes journey southward was fortu- 
nate, avoiding capture by Northern authorities. These notes bore interest and were mostly issued from branch offices and have appro- 
priate back endorsements. Often, each Montgomery note has its own individual story to tell, particularly so the $1000 denominations. 
Like the 1794 United States silver dollars, the primary status of the $1000 Montgomery renders it an American numismatic icon. 

This example has an unbroken provenance that stretches all the way back to Raphael Thian, a federal employee who put together scrapbooks 
filled with choice Confederate paper money as gifts for retiring dignitaries as one of his duties. One such scrapbook was put together in May 
1887 as a gift to C. Enders, Jr. from Jos. S. McCoy. The scrapbook remained with the family until 1952 when well known researcher Brent 
Hughes purchased it for $8200. Hughes kept the entire collection until 1985 when he, in turn, sold it to William H. Kelly, a serious Confederate 
collector. Four years later, Kelly sold the scrapbook collection to Charles Anderson, Jr., owner of the publishing business that includes Whitman 
Publishing, and H.E. Harris for $125,000. The final transaction took place in 1998 when Anderson sold the collection to our Consignor. 

None 
of these are readily apparent through the holder and certainly do not materially distract from this historic note’s desirability. Someone tonight 
will be able to join the numismatic luminaries who have been entrusted with the care of this great Confederate artifact for future generations of 
collectors and historians.

The $500 Montgomery type is another impressive American currency note and rarity. Like the $1000, only 607 notes printed, and approxi- 
mately 120 exist today. This has beautifully designed vignettes by the National Bank Note Company. At top center is the classic vignette used 
on several period Obsolete banknotes, The Crossing, attributed to James D. Smillie, but not verified. A train crosses a stone bridge in the back- 
ground, while a man on horseback drives cattle down a hill to the stream. The full green tinting is complex on this note, with micro-numerals 
on three sides of the frame and patent dates and imprint information along the bottom. Both ends have color micro-numeral ovals surround- 
ing vignettes and dies. Lower left, Agriculture seated on a barrel. The upper corners with intricate counters. Fully signed by Alexander B. 
Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. The back with endorsement “New Orleans June 7th, 1861 / [signed] A. J. Guirot / Assis. 
Treas. CS” accomplished in fine script. The debate of which Confederate type is the rarest depends on the approach taken. According to J. 
Wayne Hilton’s comprehensive Montgomery reference, he considers the T2 $500 as the rarest type based on auction appearances. 

Mr. Hilton purchased this note in 2002 from Neil Chiappa for $45,000. Mr. Chiappa’s complete Confederate type set served as the 
plate notes for Grover Criswell’s last edition of Confederate Paper Money which was published in 1996. Mr. Chiappa is known for his 
vast and comprehensive collections of Confederate notes and Obsolete currency, particularly from Virginia where he still resides. 

PCGS grades this striking and sharply printed example Apparent Extremely Fine 40, citing minor restorations which 
are virtually undetectable looking through the holder. All of the penned information, on both face and back, is bold and strong.

The Confederacy’s first issue of Treasury Notes was printed under extreme time pressure by National Bank Note Co. in New York. An order 
had been placed in early March, via G.B. Lamar, a banker with ties to both New York and Savannah who also served as an agent for Southern 
interests in New York, with ABNCo. ABNCo split the order, sending the Treasury Note portion to National Bank Note Co., who designed and 
produced $50, $100, $500, and $1000 denominations. They compressed the production schedule by utilizing existing vignettes that had already 
been done for other customers. The center vignette, The Crossing, is so detailed that the words on the tiny warning sign at the right can be read 
under magnification. The oval vignette of Ceres was also used on a number of state bank notes. 607 four subject sheets of $50-$100-$500-$1000 
notes were shipped in less than four weeks, arriving in Montgomery on or about April 2, 1861, a scant ten days before the shooting war started 
in Charleston harbor. This note has endorsements on the back indicating that it was issued by Anthony J. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer-CSA on 
June 3, 1861 and a second endorsement acknowledging interest paid to November 19, 1861. This practice was later changed, with interest being 
paid annually on January 1 (and occasionally semi-annually on July 1). PCGS grades this example Apparent Fine 15, citing repaired splits 
and multiple restorations, not uncommon with these notes. These have been well done, and this example still faces up very well.

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Beautiful $100 Montgomery

This beautiful serial number 1342 $100 Montgomery is from the second $50-$100 printing of 999 notes each. These second printing notes barely 


escaped seizure in New York before being shipped to the Confederacy adding to their allure. The additional printing, along with the initial 
607, made a total of 1606 $100 Montgomery notes issued and there is a greater percentage known from this second printing than the first. The 
interest-bearing note paid “interest at one cent per day.” Like the others in the series, the National Bank Note Company engraving and color 
tinting work is superb. A bold rendering of a railroad station is under the arced title. To the left of the train, workmen are on the loading dock 
with barrels, sacks, and milk jugs. To the right of the train, passengers congregate on the platform. Columbia (partially altered from the similar 
“America” usage by the imprint), holding a crown of laurel leaves, is at the left. Both vignettes used on several late date Obsolete notes printed 
by the National Banknote Company. Intricate color frame, tint plate, counters, and devices. The usual signatures across, Alexander B. Clitherall 
as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. New Orleans back pen endorsement that issued the note is dated “June 14, 1861,” and re-issuance with 
interest on June 28, 1861. There are approximately 190 $100 Montgomery notes known in all grades ranging from well circulated to Choice New 
condition. The note is well pedigreed and was formerly in the Museum of Connecticut History, Joseph C. Mitchelson collection. Consigned to 
Stack’s April 15, 1998 sale, this realized $13,420.00. This is a pleasing Montgomery and represents the series ably. PCGS graded Extremely Fine 
40. The note has a New appearance from the face and boasts complete margins all around. This series and type is always in demand.

These notes were designed and produced by National Bank Note Co. after it received part of an order awarded to rival ABNCo by the 
Confederate government in March 1861. In order to expedite deliveries, National used pre-war vignettes exclusively, including the 
train in the station and America vignettes on this note. They did make some interesting modifications to the America vignette, remov- 
ing and widening the bars on the shield to “de-federalize” it and removing or fading a number of the stars on the robe to make it 
appear less “star spangled.” This note was part of a second shipment of 1000 two-subject $50-$100 sheets. The order for these sheets 
had been placed on April 12-13, 1861, and it was shipped on or about April 22-24, 1861. This shipment was almost intercepted by 
federal authorities on the docks in New York City, but was received in Montgomery, AL on about May 1, 1861. Federal authorities 
raided the printing plants of both bank note companies on April 25, putting an end to any further shipments from either compa- 
ny. PMG grades this note Very Fine 25 Net, with repairs. The back bears endorsements from A.J. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer-CSA, 
who issued the note on June 5, 1861 as well as a second endorsement acknowledging interest paid. This note is an attrac- 
tive example with repairs not readily apparent or distracting. It will make a welcome addition to almost any Confederate collection.

A new note for the census, with serial number 1305. It has a very interesting back with four penned endorsements plus more information. First, 
it has a penned issued date of June 8, 1861 by an unknown person. The next hands through which this $100 passed were those of Confederate 
Assistant Treasurer A.J. Guirot. Next, it is received by an unknown person who finishes off his signature with the initials “CS” for Confederate 
States. After the third name is the penned statement, “New Orleans June 22/61 Recd from FH Hatch collector One Hundred 14/100 Dollars 
principal as issued.” This is followed by the fourth penned name of Jas. Barker. This note paid interest at the rate of one cent per day and with 
fourteen days from June 8 to June 22, the math of “One Hundred 14/100 Dollars” is correct. F(rancis) H. Hatch was at this time the collector for 
the Port of New Orleans. Later, he would become the depositary at Tangipahoa, Louisiana. PMG Choice Fine 15 Net, with small non-distract- 
ing tape repairs made with contemporary materials at both left and right center. (12,500-17,500)

Though there are approximately 180 T4 $50 Montgomery notes known, high-grade and appealing examples such as this should always 
be coveted. The lowest denomination from the four-note series made it more practical to actually circulate and not merely be an inter- 
est bearing instrument like a $1000 or $500 note. This serial number 888 should excite serial number buffs and is from the second print- 
ing of 999 additional notes that barely made it from New York harbor to enter commerce. The National Banknote Company design used 
is the most “Southern” of the four layouts and the field hands vignette at center is of course evocative of $100 hoer notes issued in 1862. 
Like the other Montgomery notes, a lovely suite of green tinting and intricate security devices create a gorgeous currency note. Fully issued 
with the normal face signatures of Clitherall and Elmore. The back is endorsed “Issued/July 16, 1861/Tho. K. Jackson/Capt. CSA.” 
This note has a shorter sales history, part of Neil Chiappa’s collection before being purchased by Mr. Hilton for $25,000. It served as the plate 
note in Grover Criswell’s final edition of Confederate Paper Money in 1996. 
As to the note itself, PCGS grades it Extremely Fine 45PPQ. This note is well inked on bright paper and faces up very well.

This note is part of a hurried second shipment of 1000 
two-subject $50-$100 sheets made from New York after the commencement of hostilities around April 22-24, 1861. Had the captain of the ship 
transporting these complied with orders from federal authorities on the dock not to sail, these notes would have been confiscated. As things 
turned out, they arrived safely in Montgomery, AL around May 1, 1861. The back of this note bears a Military endorsement indicating that Capt. 
Thomas K. Jackson issued this note to the field on July 16, 1861. We believe that Jackson was a West Point graduate who resigned his commis- 
sion and joined the Confederate army at the beginning of the War. He was later associated with the Commissary Department. PMG grades this 
note Choice Very Fine 35. A pleasant note that is well inked on bright paper, with strong signatures and a military field endorsement.

This note was part of a second shipment of 1000 sheets of $50-$100 
that made it out of New York harbor about 15 minutes ahead of federal authorities on or about April 22-24, 1861, ten to twelve days after the 
start of the war. There is a faint endorsement on the back that this note was disbursed on July 1(?), 1861 in New Orleans. PCGS grades this 
example Apparent Very Fine 20, citing rust stain, damage and repair, edge splits, tears, and minor damage, as well as a missing upper right cor- 
ner. (5,000-6,000)

When the Confederacy was shut off from its Northern bank note suppliers two weeks into the war, C.G. Memminger, Secretary of 
the Treasury, turned to the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo to fill his needs for additional $50 and $100 notes. In fact, he sent 
a special courier to New Orleans with the last National Bank Note Co. $50-$100 sheet that had been delivered to see if it could be 
duplicated. He was immediately told that this would not be feasible, and a crash program was launched to design a new $50 and 
$100, using stock ABNCo vignettes that were available. The branch, now working under the “Southern Bank Note Company” ban- 
ner, was so small that the process of designing and producing new notes was terribly slow. The company finally delivered 5,798 $50s 
and $100s that were issued between August and September 1861. PMG grades this example Choice Uncirculated 63. The note is print- 
ed on bright paper and is darkly inked with strong penned signatures, a worthy addition to virtually any Confederate collection. 

From The Matthew D. Webber Confederate Collection (4,000-5,500)

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Utilizing pre-war vignettes, Southern Bank Note Co. (the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo) turned out 5798 of these notes. Because of 
resource limitations, the time required to produce these notes was painfully slow, and other firms were brought in by the Department of 
Treasury to meet demand. PMG grades this example Uncirculated 62 (noting Foreign Substance and Ink Burn on the back of the holder). There 
is a tiny spot of ink erosion in Tyler's signature but your cataloger is hard pressed to find any significant instance of a foreign substance through 
the holder.

Like the Montgomerys, the Act of March 3, 1861 amended Act 
of August 3, 1861 Richmond notes are another handsome series 
of intaglio engraved and printed notes. The $50 and $100 notes 
were printed from two-subject plates engraved by the Southern 
Bank Note Company, New-Orleans using the Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch & Edson vignette dies and tint elements from their former 
offices. There were 5798 notes issued. Like the $50 and $100 
Montgomery notes, they also paid interest. 

This note’s provenance stretches all the way back to Raphael 
Thian, who put it in a presentation book that through a series of 
sales ended up with Charles Anderson, Jr. who, in turn sold it to 
Mr. Hilton in 1998 for $1700. 

PCGS grades this note Choice About New 58. It is printed on 
bright paper that has a large concentration of red fibers on the 
back. All of the penned information is strong and the colors 
vibrant.

Distinctively printed by Jules Manouvrier in New Orleans on four-subject plates with blue backs, the first usage of that secu- 
rity device on a Confederate note. Manouvrier’s printing contract for the notes from Memminger’s office was due to expediency rather than 
choice. New Orlean’s Southern Bank Note Company, with its high-quality intaglio technology, was not capable of printing nearly 4,000 sheets 
of $5 notes quickly nor the $10 notes authorized that are unknown today. Catalogers and researchers over the years have discussed the dis- 
turbed shipment to Richmond of the finished notes including the mystery $10 bills. The blue back was also used on the Bank of Whitfield, 
Georgia $5 notes. Many high-grade Manouvrier notes fall into the known range of essentially new notes from serial number 1755-1785, like 
this example. The face design has no vignettes. The titles, location and payable are across, and the note was to be signed at the bottom by 
the Register and Treasurer.

Although this resulted in the only Confederate 
Treasury Note with absolutely no vignettes, the $5 was the first 
note to have a back design.

While 
all of these were reportedly retrieved, the Treasury was so 
unhappy that they withdrew the $10s from being issued and 
then cancelled Manouvrier’s contract. 15,556 notes were issued, 
and today, they are one of the keys to building a type set.

As we have mentioned in this catalog, the T27 $10 “Eagle and Shield” type and the T35 $5 “Indian Princess” 
were printed in tandem on the same plate by Hoyer & Ludwig on weak, poor-wearing paper. However, unlike some T27 notes, there was no 
additional second printing. Only 7160 notes were issued, all plate letter Ab, with approximately 140 known today in all grades. The plate 
and its designs were developed from the Bank of Charleston $5 plate originally engraved by Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co. that was sent 
to Hoyer & Ludwig to be adapted. They used the “Princess” at the right, and counters, but developed the rest of the plate using other ele- 
ments. At the lower left, wharf workers, transport bales of cotton. They are overseen by a smoking man with arms crossed wearing a wide- 
brimmed hat (George Tremmel published a study of plate diagnostics, including the hat). A Native American princess on a high point looks 
off into the distance. The titles and obligations are crowded into the right center with multiple arced flourishes over the block with white 
outlined FIVE DOLLARS and under the title. Below the princess and above the wharf scene are “5” dies. An additional obligation die with 
shield upon it is left of the titles. In our April 2015 CSNS Signature Auction, we were honored to sell a beautiful PCGS Fine 15 T35 from 
the J. Wayne Hilton Confederate Currency Collection for $39,950. This set the stage nicely for the Newman collection T35 note to break 
the $50,000 mark in October, 2015 at $51,700, graded PCGS Very Fine 25. We have always believed high water floats all boats (and notes) 
upward, and those results both suggest the increased demand for attractive “Indian Princess” notes and all Confederate rarities. 
This note first surfaced at a Currency Auctions of America auction in 2001, part of a consignment made up of 
the collection of Walter P. Jones, Ph.D. (1895-1977), the State Geologist for Alabama, who owned a complete Confederate type set. 
This type is notorious for having repairs, restorations, and other problems, and unmolested examples are quite rare. This example 
grades Apparent Very Fine 20 per PCGS due to restorations. They are very well done and very difficult to discern through the holder.

A Collection of Forty-five Different Macerated Currency Objects. 

Paper Currency in the United States came into general use right at the beginning of the Civil War in the spring and summer of 1861. 
After several years of heavy usage, it became apparent that the Treasury Department needed a method of destroying old paper money 
that was no longer fit for circulation. Initially the old notes were burned in a special furnace located in the vacant lot behind the 
White House that was called the “White Lot.” Because the bills needed to be traced, counted, and carefully transported, they were 
sorted and bundled before burning. Burning bundles of notes completely proved to be nearly impossible, and large, partially burned 
pieces escaped through the chimney. It did not take long for a small army of individuals to start scouring the lot for large fragments 
that were big enough to redeem at the Treasury as accidentally burnt currency. Moving at normal governmental speed, it took until 
1874 to develop a better method for destroying old bills. That method was called maceration, where a large machine in the sub-base- 
ment of the Treasury would thoroughly grind up the paper money while wet, turning it into pulp. Tourists were permitted to watch 
the process and it became a highlight for visitors to Washington. Initially the pulp was simply dumped until some individual, long 
lost to history, hit upon the idea of reforming the pulp into small souvenirs. By 1875 these souvenirs were being sold to the general 
public through shops. The souvenirs caught on, and by the turn of the century there were more than thirty “Remembrance Shops,” 
“Souvenir Stores,” and street side “Memento Stands” in the areas of Washington, DC most heavily traveled by tourists. Among the 
most popular and numerous items were Uncle Sam-style hats, ladies shoes, pitchers, Washington Monuments, postcards, buildings, 
and busts of famous people. Most were in the two-to-five inch range. There were dozens of manufacturers, some identified by labels 
on the bottom of the souvenirs and many of them anonymous. Many of the macerated souvenirs had labels stating something along 
the lines of: “Made from $2000 (or $3000, or $5000, etc.) in U.S. Currency Destroyed by the Treasury Department”. Initially, visible 
pieces of currency could be seen in the souvenirs; but in 1908 chemicals were added to the new macerating machine to turn the notes 
into gooey, gray pulp with no traces of ink or paper pieces. The business of producing macerated souvenirs continued, but without 
identifiable pieces of currency visible, the public lost interest. Some macerated items were still produced into the late 1920s, but that 
seems to have been the end. Pre and post-1908 pieces are easily distinguishable by the presence or lack of currency bits. This collec- 
tion is free of duplicates and includes several much rarer objects including a five-inch-by-five-inch bulldog head, a seven-and-a-half- 
inch Washington monument, a seven-inch-tall bust of Confederate Cavalry General Fitzhugh Lee nephew of Robert E. Lee. 1905 sou- 
venir volume of the Washington meeting of the American Bankers Association which contains a seven-and-a-half-by-ten-and-a-half- 
inch macerated title page. Only a handful of these books are known to have survived intact, and this is an essentially mark-free copy 
save for minor wear to the cover. There is also a large frog three inches high and five inches long, three rarer presidents - Garfield, 
McKinley, and Coolidge, a six-and-a-half-inch tall U. S. Grant, four different Lincolns including a seven-inch-tall bust, four differ- 
ent Washingtons that includes a six-and-a-half-inch-tall bust, four totally different boots and shoes, two different postcards, one of 
them postal used in 1906, two different three-and-a-half-inch round capitol building plaques in exceptional condition, a “Souvenir of 
Washington, DC” nine-inch axe, a bale of macerated with a view of the White House on top, and two different Washington monu- 
ments including one at the bottom wholly covered by a label explaining both macerated and the monument itself. There was also a 
seven-inch eagle with its original red, white, and blue ribbon’ a “Spirit of St. Louis” airplane, three different hats, four different caps, 
four different pitchers, a free standing Capitol building and Liberty Bell. Many of these would sell individually for several hundred 
dollars, with the least of them (cats, hats, shoes, and vases) typically wholesaling in the $50 range.

In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

20500 Washington, DC- United States Treasury Note $500 Jan. 22, 1847 Hessler X110C 

A newly discovered note which is of the utmost rarity and desirability, as it is the sole signed and issued example of any post-War of 1812 
and pre-Civil War United States Treasury issues that is not a Proof or Essay. Unlike the Proofs illustrated in the Hessler reference, this note 
was actually currency, and as the multiple endorsements on the reverse indicate, it actually circulated as such. This note is dated January 
22, 1847, and is signed by both the Register of the Treasury and the Treasurer of the United States. This Treasury Note was issued pursuant to 
the Act of July 22, 1846, which authorized the issuance of one year Treasury Notes, with an interest rate of one-tenth of one percent to five 
and two-fifths percent. The notes were issued at par, with the interest payable at redemption. The July 22, 1846 Act was a direct outgrowth 
of the ongoing war with Mexico, which had been declared on May 13, 1846. The government's need for funds to pursue the war led also 
to the same Act being the statutory authority to issue ten year notes labeled United States Loan of 1846, which, unlike the Treasury Notes of 
1846, were not meant to circulate as bearer instruments. The Act of 1846 authorized $10,000,000 in Treasury Notes, but only $7,687,800 
were actually issued, in denominations of $50, $100, $500, and $1000, with the Proof illustrated in Hessler’s reference listed as Rarity 8 (1-3 
known). As of the last Treasury accounting as of June 30, 1896, $5900 was still listed as unredeemed, including an entry under the title of 
“Old Debt, Unadjusted short $1000.” 


The Ford Collection sale in 2004 contained the only known example of this note in an unissued Proof form, and it sold at the time for $8340. 
In forming an estimate for this unique signed and issued example, there is no comparison piece upon which to base any figure. Unlike Proofs 
or Essays, this note is a true bearer item issued by the United States government that was meant to and actually did circulate as currency, and 
it is just as much deserving of a place in any set of United States Paper Money as a Silver Certificate or Legal Tender Note. Our best guess 
here is to estimate this most conservatively, and let the market pronounce its own judgment on value. We can say with full conviction that 
if this note were recognized as deserving of a place in the standard currency references, as it should be, it would easily be a six figure item, 
and quite possibly for multiples of six figures. PMG Very Fine 25, with a few pinholes and small internal splits, but remarkably intact for a 
note of this age and denomination.

PCGS grades this example Apparent Very 
Choice New 64 due to a minor paper scuff at left, well outside 
the frame line. Although it is non-contemporary, this is probably 
the only way to own the design.

Columbus, GA- Mobile and Girard Railroad Company $3 July 
1, 1862 

This railroad had a northern terminus at Girard, AL, just across 
the Chattahoochee River from Columbus,GA, and was planned 
to continue south to Mobile. Construction began in 1854 but 
did not reach Andalusia, AL until after 1870. This small $3 note, 
which features a passenger train vignette and a large red THREE 
protector, is printed on the back of a railroad bond and grades 
Very Good-Fine.

Columbus, GA- Palace Mills $1 Oct. 25, 1861 

There is not much of this note left to work with, but technically 
this is a remnant of a $1 Palace Mills note printed on the backs 
of uncurrent Pigeon Roost Mining Co. notes from Dahlonega, 
GA. (this one happens to be a $100).
